Crrizens oF Town ScHoon DISTRICT :— 

Another year has passed and it becomesjour duty to report 
to you the manner in which ‘we have attended to the duties en- 
trusted to our care. The amount of money received for the 
use of the schools in town district was $174 50 less than we 
had last year which will account for some of the districts not 
having the number of weeks schooling as then. As a general 
thing your committee have"been fortunate in the teachers em-' 


ployed, most of them being well fitted for their several positions. 
The scholars have made as good progress as in former years. 

Had the parents aided by seeing that their children were 
regular in their attendance and also by visiting the schools 
while in session we are confident still sgreater progress would 
have been made. yh 

In our opinion the success of our schools does not depend 
wholly upon your committee or the teachers. You havea duty 
to perform. 

We believe a reasonable sum of money could be profitably 
expended for the purchase of globes and maps. for the schools 


as well as in making necessary repairs on the school buildings. 
Owing to the large number of pupils in district No. 10 it was 
thought best to divide the school which required an outlay of 
over seventy dollars for fitting up the room to accommodate’ 
the extra school, being all the money raised at our last meeting 
for repairs besides a portion of what remained in our hands of 
the amount raised in 1887, so it will be absolutely necessary to 
raise something for that purpose at your coming meeting. 
Again we would reiterate what we said in our report last year. 
Instruct your children at home, take an interest in their studies, 


visit your schools and see whether your money is being profit-

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ably expended. We would also suggest that it would be well 
for all to attend our annual school meeting who can do so.

- District No. 2

This term 
was a success. The Fall term was taught by Miss Emma 
Jesseman with good success. As most of the scholars of Dis- 
trict No. could come to the schoolroom in this District quite 
handily, I decided to have a winter term which was commenced 
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by Miss Jesseman but on account of her accepting a position 
‘inthe graded school of Littleton, the term was finished by 
Miss Jennie O. Richardson. As a general thing the scholars 
made fair progress. If the parents had obliged their children 
to have been more constant in their attendance greater results 
would have been accomplished. Length of Fall and Winter 
term, nineteen. weeks and 3 days.

A summer term of eleven weeks of this school was taught by 
Miss M. B. Nickerson, a teacher of considerable experience 
who did all in her power to make it a success.

| | REPORT OF SCHOOL DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Unfortunately, fora full report of the schools in this district, the law requires 
| such report to be made so early in the year as March ist, while ourschool year 
| |closes in June; consequently, a part of two school years is included in this re- 
-port which would be much more sa ang ants if made at the close of the 
sehool year. 
| The schools are allnow in session, and a complete report for the three terms 
| which constitute a years work in each school, is absolutely impossible. 
It gives us great pleasure to be able to report an unusually good progress in 
the schools the past year; this is due in part to the fact that a fourth teacher 
‘has been employed, this was found necessary for the reason that the first time 
in the history of the schotl, the classes have all been filled, and next June sees 
the graduation of the first class that has ever completed a regular course of 
study in this town. 
| The first class in the Grammar school have recited to this new teacher, and by 
| so doing, have given the teacher in that room more time for the remaining 
classes, accounting thereby, for the exceptionally rapid progress and thorough- 
‘Ness in the studies taken, made by the pupils in the Grammar school. 
_ The Board of Education feel that this fourth teacher isneeded permanently, 
| and if her services were to be dispensed with, several necessary studies now 
on the course would have to be taken off; or in other words, scholars will be 
obliged to finish their course one year sooner, and to complete it, will be com. 
pelled to go away to some other school.. 
_ We have been fortunate in our selection of new teachers the past year. 
The Primary school is almost a model! and the most quiet and well behaved 
| primary school I was ever in, and we all know that when the little folks try to 
_ conduct themselves properly, good progress is always made in teeir studies. 
' Of the High school we can only say, we hope to retain the same taacher for 
_ a longer period than he is now engaged; earnest, courteous and faithful, a 
Strict disiplinarian, he is just the man we need, 

Some very thorough repairs have been made the past year, which, with 
| several new desks, recitation seats, and new blackboards all over the building, 
with the exception of one room, and of such a quality that they may safely be 
| Considered permanent, have largely increased the expenses for the year, a 
_ full report of which will be made to the district at its annual meeting, which 
takes place at the school building, Wednesday, March 13, at two o’clock, P. M.
